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Despite any traffic headaches 
motorists may claim, Edmon¬ 
ton has dropped in the rank¬ 
ing of most congested cities. 

The TomTom Conges¬ 
tion Index released Tues¬ 
day ranked Edmonton 23rd 
among 26 major North 
American cities for the first 
quarter of 2012, with 13 per 


cent congestion, compared 
to an eighth-place finish dur¬ 
ing the same period last year. 

“This year, Edmonton ex¬ 
perienced a mild winter com¬ 
pared to last,” Nick Cohn, 
head of congestion research, 
said via email. “Weather is 
one of many factors, like 
construction, accidents, et 
cetera, that can influence 
our results.” 

But the 2012 numbers 
thus far are lower than the 
last three quarters of 2011, 
as well. 

According to motorist Mi¬ 
chael Thomas, a decrease in 
construction projects, the 
opening of the northwest 
leg of the Anthony Henday 
and increased LRT use likely 


played a part. 

The report says the delay 
per hour driven in peak per¬ 
iods is 13 minutes, while the 
delay per year for those with 
a 30-minute commute is 40 
hours. 

By comparison, those 
numbers are double in Van¬ 
couver, which ranked first 
in the country and second 
overall with 30 per cent con¬ 
gestion. 

Los Angeles was first 
overall at 33 per cent, and 
Calgary dropped from 13th 
to leth with 17 
cent congestion.

Help the homeless 
beat the heat 

Dropping off warm cloth¬ 
ing and blankets to home¬ 
less shelters is a common 
thought during Edmon¬ 
ton’s chilly winters. 

But those living on city 
streets need help during 
the summer too, especial¬ 
ly considering the current 
heat wave. 

“(We) welcome any 
reusable water bottles or 
any bottled water because 
it’s pretty hot out there, 
and many in our com¬ 
munity don’t have much 
opportunity for shelter,” 
said Julian Daly, executive 
director of Boyle Street 
Community Services. 

While bottled is best, 
as clients may not have 
access to a water source 
at all times, reusable 
bottles are also being 
handed out. 

Sunscreen is also sup¬ 
plied - but water is the 
top need. 

“Our biggest need, ob¬ 
viously, is water because 
of the weather,” said 
Kelsey Strachan, media 
relations at Hope Mission. 
“People are spending 
their days out on the 
street, so it’s important 
they stay hydrated.” 

The air-conditioned 
shelters are in high use 
right now, said Strachan, 
noting at Hope Mission 
there has been about a 
100-person increase to 
more than 500 per night 
in the heat. 

“We definitely do see 
more people using our 
shelter at night when 
there’s extreme weather,” 
she said. 

Donations can be 
dropped off during busi¬ 
ness hours.

Real estate. House prices 
up, condo prices down: 
Royal LePage report 


Blackouts. AESO blames

Edmonton house prices rose 
this year while condos fell, 
according to the Royal LePage 
house price survey released 
Tuesday. 

The average price of a de¬ 
tached bungalow increased 
5.1 per cent year-over-year to 
$327,857, while standard two- 
storey homes rose 1.3 per cent 
to $353,764. Standard condo¬ 
miniums saw an average year- 


over-year price decrease of 1.1 
per cent to $201,000. LePage 
attributes the slight decline in 
condo prices to an oversupply 
of listings. 

Edmonton prices remain 
reasonable compared to na¬ 
tional figures, the company 
reports. Nationally, two-stor¬ 
ey homes average $408,423, 
bungalows $376,311, and con¬ 
dos fe45,825. METRO 


Six generator outages and 
a high-demand for power 
across Alberta is what 
caused rolling blackouts 
Monday in cities across the 
province, Alberta Electric 
System Operator (AESO) said

Albertans used 9,885

Warlord 
jailed: Is his 
partner next? 


Lubanga gets 
14 years. Me and 

renegade Bosco 
Ntaganda sent 
child soldiers to 
kill and be killed 


The International Criminal 
Court on Tuesday sentenced 
a Congolese warlord to 14 
years in jail for using child 
soldiers. 

But Thomas Lubanga’s 
partner in crime has yet to be 
brought to justice. 

Lubanga was found guilty 
in March of recruiting, kid¬ 
napping and abusing chil¬ 
dren — sending them to kill 
and be killed during tribal 
fighting in Congo’s northeast 
Ituri region in 2002-2003. 

Lubanga’s was the first 
guilty judgment passed down 
in the court’s decade-old 
existence. 

But the mustachioed Lu¬ 


banga, who cried when he 
was put on a plane from Con¬ 
go to The Hague in 2006, is a 
small player among Congo’s 
many belligerents. 

Lubanga’s case has 
brought increasing pressure 
for the arrest of his much 
more infamous partner, 
renegade Congolese army 
Gen. Bosco Ntaganda. The 
ICC indicted both men for 
war crimes involving child 
soldiers. 

But a 2009 peace deal saw 
Ntaganda wearing the stripes 
of a general as he integrated 
his fighters into the Congo¬ 
lese army. 

Sensing the end of the 
road this year, the veteran 
warlord took off and now is 
accused of orchestrating a 
new rebellion in April. 

Judge Adrian Fulford said 
the time Lubanga has been 
detained will be deducted 
from the sentence, mean¬ 
ing the 51-year-old will be 
free before he turns 60.

Twin Playboy bunnies and an 
animal-rights group tried to 
enlist one of the world’s biggest 
pom stars last year to help catch 
Luka Rocco Magnotta. 

Ron Jeremy said he was 
asked to lure Magnotta, a small¬ 
time Canadian pom actor, to 
LA. with a phoney job offer to 
appear in an X-rated flick. 

The ploy was concocted 
more than a year before 
Magnotta became a murder sus¬ 
pect in the gmesome death of 
Montreal student Jim lin. 

Instead of meeting a legend 
who’s cavorted for the camera 
in more than 2,000 adult Aims, 
Magnotta was to be appre¬ 
hended by a hard-nosed group 
of animal-rights activists. 

Jeremy, however, got cold 


feet and the sting operation 
never moved ahead. 

At the time, animal-rights 
advocates had alleged that 
Magnotta killed kittens and 
posted videos of the deeds on 
the Internet — accusations he 
has publicly denied. Jeremy, an 
active animal-rights campaign¬ 
er, wanted to help out, but was 
uncomfortable with the whole 
idea of being the bait. 

“That’s a little bit out of my 
league, don’t you think?” Jer¬ 
emy said in a phone interview. 

“It’s like an episode from 
some TV show. The (guy) comes 
to the set with lube in one hand 
and his schmeclde in the other 
thinking he has a job, and the 
cops tackle him to the groimd.

Machinery 
crushes nesting 
turtle eggs 

A conservation group in

Hop on a bike, light up a 
street, and get out early 


Brazil. Prison program 
allows inmates to get 
days off their sentence 
in exchange for 
producing electricity 


Brazihan inmate Ronaldo da 
Silva hops on a bicycle and ped¬ 
als furiously, clocking up several 
kilometres before slowing down 
and jumping off. 

Silva hasn’t gotten far, in fact 
not an inch. He’s still inside the 
medium-security prison where 
he’s serving a 5.5-year sentence 
for holding up a bakeiy. 

But he did move a bit closer 
to freedom. Silva is part of an 
innovative program that allows 
inmates at a prison in Brazil’s 
southeastern Minas Gerais state 
to reduce their sentences in ex¬ 
change for generating power 
to help illuminate the town at 
night. 

By pedaling the prison’s 
stationary bikes, the inmates 
charge a battery that’s used to 
power 10 street lamps along the 
town’s riverside promenade. For 
every three eight-hour days they 



spend on the bikes, Silva and 
the voluntary program’s other 
participants get one day shaved 
off their sentences. 

It is one of several new pro¬ 
jects being implemented across 
Brazil, including literacy and 
book-reading programs, aimed 
at thinning out notoriously over¬ 


crowded prisons and cutting 
down on recidivism by helping 
restore inmates’ sense of self- 
worth. Lambasted by critics as 
too soft on criminals, such initia¬ 
tives are seen by their defenders 
as effective ways of breaking the 
cycle of violence that reigns in 
the country’s prisons. 


“We used to spend all day 
locked up in our cells, only see¬ 
ing the sun for two hours a day,” 
said 38-year-old Silva. “Now 
we’re out in the fresh air, gen¬ 
erating electricity for the town 
and at the same time we’re win¬ 
ning our freedom.”

your boat, you just toss it 
overboard. 

There’s a great new book 
by Michael Shermer, the 
editor of the Skeptic maga¬ 
zine, called The Believing 
Brain, which argues we have 
a tendency to form our beliefs 
first and then go out looking 
for the evidence to support 
them, rather than the other 
way around. How else can 

you explain the fact that more people believe in angels (72 per 
cent) than Darwin’s Theory of Evolution (45 per cent), even 
though there is plenty of evidence for evolution (e.g. the en¬ 
tire fossil record) and zero evidence for angels (It’s a Wonder¬ 
ful Life doesn’t count). 

Of course there are exceptions. Like Vancouver, where I 
hve. Vancouver appears to be the sole exception to global 
warming on the entire continent. While everyone else is swel¬ 
tering through the hottest summer on record, the poor down¬ 
trodden, sodden masses of Vancouver have just been through 
the fourth coldest June on record. It’s been the Vancouver 
version of winter (10 degrees, raining) since last October. 

From where we sit (shivering, cowering), global warm¬ 
ing can only be seen as a cruel hoax. It may have reached an 
all-time record high of 113 F (45 C) in Johnston, S.C., recently, 
but it only reached or exceeded 20 C five times in Vancouver 
throughout all of May and June. I’ve got moss growing on 
the north side of my house. My feet haven’t been warm since 
1989, when I moved to the “Wet Coast.” 

Global warming is a little quirky in spots. 

That doesn’t mean it doesn’t exist. Angered and frustrated 
by the intransigence of climate change deniers, the latest 

results have scientists 
standing in hne to say 
“I told you so.” That’s 
except for those sci¬ 
entists whose funding 
has been cut by the 
Harper government. 
They’re standing in 
that other line, the 
unemplo 5 mient line. 

I’m guessing 
all this hot air will 
remain an inconven¬ 
ient truth, especially 
for the government 
of Canada, which 
is among the most 
heavily invested in 
denial, thanks to the 
inconvenient truth 
that Alberta’s oilsands 
— which mean bil¬ 
lions to the nation’s 
economy — are the 
poster petroleums of 
climate change. 

Still, when Calgary, 
Stephen Harper’s own “greatest city on earth,” and principal 
beneficiary of the oilsands, is in the middle of a nasty heat 
wave, you have to wonder if he and his oil baron buddies are 
getting a little hot under the collar. 

If they’re looking for relief, we in Vancouver will gladly 
take a couple of degrees.

Looking for a trip off 
the beaten path? Try 
thumbing through a 
collection of weird 
Ontario sites 


A walk through the forest can 
sometimes be a dangerous 
thing, not necessarily from 
wolves or bears or even deer 
hunters, but from a careless 
step into a hole, especially 
when the hole leads to Hell. 

The limestone ridge along 
the Salmon River north of 
Napanee, Ont. contains some 
of the area’s most unusual 
natural features. There are 
caves, crevices and odd¬ 
looking rock columns. But 
the strangest of the oddities 
are what locals call the “Hell 


Holes.” 

To early settlers unfamil¬ 
iar with geology, these holes 
in the forest floor seemed to 
have no end. While most are 
little larger than foxholes, 
a few are large enough to 
allow a human to squeeze 
through. Those who braved 
the descent found caverns 
that stretched in many direc¬ 
tions. 

Geologists refer to these 
phenomena as “karst” fea¬ 
tures. Karst topography oc¬ 
curs when soft limestone 
layers beneath a hard upper 
layer dissolve in water. This 
weathering causes caves and 
caverns, and the Hell Holes. 

Similar to caves, the holes 
in the forest floor can open 
into large, pitch-black rooms, 
one of which was once large 
enough to hold 20 people (it 
later collapsed). While there 
are other locations in Ontario

with similar features, the 
ridge by the Salmon River, 
near the village of Roblindale, 
offers the greatest concentra¬ 
tion of these cavities. Most 
are located in the privately 
run Hell Holes Park. Here, a 
self-guided trail, a little over 
three kilometers long, leads 


not only to the strange holes, 
but also over natural rock 
bridges, through eerie can¬ 
yons lined with layered cliffs 
and columns, and then to the 
Devil’s Horses’ Stable hole, 

7.5 metres deep and 2.5 by 

3.5 metres square. A ladder 
leads to those depths. 

Hell Holes Park is located 
on Centreville Road about 5.5 
kilometres east of Highway 
41, and 10.7 kilometres north 
of Highway 401 (Exit 579). 
Snacks, gifts and, of course, 
flashlights are available in 
the log cabin shop. It is said 
that one visitor even took 
his wedding vows in the Hell 
Holes. The duration of this 
marriage is not known.

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Pueblos dig into a century of history in exhibit 


New Mexico. An 

American Indian tribe 
comes together for 
the first time to offer 
their own perspective 
on the effects of 
state policies on their 
people 


New Mexico’s pueblos have a 
history with the federal gov¬ 
ernment unlike any other 
American Indian tribe. 

They never signed treat¬ 
ies, and with that came dec¬ 
ades of a dual existence. On 
one hand, they didn’t fit the 
mould the government had 
established for native people. 
Still, they were Indian enough 
to be subjected to policies 
that called for them to trade 
in their native languages 
and send their children to 
boarding school. 

For the first time, the 
pueblos have come together 
to offer their own historical 
perspective on the effects of 
100 years of state and federal 
policy as part of an exhibit at 
the Indian Pueblo Cultural 


Center in Albuquerque. 

Simple black and white de¬ 
signs meant to represent tur¬ 
key feathers form the basis of 
a timeline that runs through 
the museum. Photographs, let¬ 
ters, potteiy and other crafts fill 
the space, while touch screens 
and QR codes link to more 
videos, audio interviews and 
documents. 

“The timeline and the 
points along the timeline 
are really elements of chal¬ 
lenges our pueblo people 
have faced and how pueblo 
people through education 
and through perseverance 
have risen through these 
challenges. 

“It’s important to teach a 
younger generation the foun¬ 
dation of why certain things 
are the way they are,” said 
Travis Suazo, exhibition pro¬ 
ject manager. 

Scattered along the Rio 
Grande Valley and parts of 
west-central New Mexico, 
the pueblos have a storied 
history that stretches from 
the conquest of the Spanish 
to Mexican rule and eventu¬ 
ally the westward expansion 
of the United States. Each 
decade has brought with it 
challenges to tribal sover¬ 


eignty, pueblo leaders say. 

The idea of telling the 
story from the pueblo per¬ 
spective came from a series 
of leadership institutes at the 
Santa Fe Indian School that 
were established partly by 
Regis Pecos, a former tribal 
governor and past director 
of the state’s Indian Affairs 
agency. One goal was to start 
a conversation about public 
policy issues facing tribal 
communities. 

Another was to prepare 
the next generation so it 
could effect change. 

Aside from pulling 
together the exhibition, the 
leadership founders and 
other experts have been 
building a curriculum that 
better tells the pueblo story, 
said Ron Solimon, executive 
director of the Indian Pueblo 
Cultural Center. 

“We’re aiming at concen¬ 
tric circles of youth, native 
people and others,” he said. 
“A lot of us — and I include 
myself — suffer from ignor¬ 
ance on the rich history that 
our pueblo people have been 
involved in, especially since 
the U.S. claimed this area as 
a territory.”

From a corporate-branding 
standpoint, it likely makes 
sense to create a familiar 
“family” look between prod¬ 
ucts. 

Most automakers do it at 
the front end with the grille, 
bumper and the headlights. 
But does it make sense to pull 
back a good design just to 
make it fit the mold? 

Many would argue that 
the Volkswagen CC was 
unique and special enough to 


have its own signature style, 
but obviously the corporate 
bosses disagree. 

Right off the bat, let’s deal 
with the controversial side of 
CC’s refreshening. 

The delightfully delicate 
nosepiece hood and head¬ 
lights attached to all previ¬ 
ous models, beginning with 
the 2009 model year version, 
were unquestionably more 
appealing than the just-re- 
leased 2013 edition. Having 


said that, the CC is still good 
looking, only now it has more 
in common with the conserv¬ 
atively shaped Passat sedan. 

And far be it for anyone to 
judge VW too harshly these 
days. The automaker is cur¬ 
rently the new “in” brand 
and is selling both the Pas¬ 
sat and smaller Jetta sedans 
just as fast as they roll off of 
their assembly lines in Chat¬ 
tanooga, Tenn., and Puebla, 
Mexico, respectively. In addi¬ 


tion, its other mix of passen¬ 
ger cars and tall wagons are 
doing a fairly brisk business. 

Overall, the CC might not 
appeal to buyers with max¬ 
imum practicality in mind, 
or fuel economy along with 
a down-to-earth price. But for 
a high-style sedan masquer¬ 
ading as a sport coupe that’s 
geared for fun, this Volkswa¬ 
gen remains tops in its class, 
despite its more familial ap¬ 
pearance.

The Chrysler Aspen, which 
was an upscale Dodge Duran¬ 
go twin, had a short-lived life 
with questionable success. 
Targeting buyers considering 
the Cadillac Escalade and 
Lincoln Navigator, this Amer¬ 
ican luxury SUV was only 
available from 2007 to 2009 
before being given the axe. 

Aspen got seating for up 
to eight and a list of luxury 
goodies — including heated 
leather, a sunroof, premium 
audio, wood trim, automatic 
climate control, memory 
seating and more. 


Common Issues 


A check-engine light — pos¬ 
sibly accompanied by reduced 
power output, a sporadic idle 
or lumpy acceleration — could 
be evidence of a bad engine 
control sensor. 

A “scan” of the Aspen’s 
computer system by a dealer- 
certified mechanic can help 
ensure no computer-related 
problems are hiding. Check 
for smooth shifting, a steady 
idle, and even, hesitation-free 
acceleration at both moderate 
and full throttle. 

A problem with the fuel- 
filler system may cause gas to 
spew out while filling up. Be 
sure to ask the seller if they’ve 
experienced this issue and 
whether they’ve had it rem¬ 
edied by the technical service 
bulletin issued by Chiysler. 

Check for proper operation 
from all power windows and 
the sumoof Proper operation 
of the climate control system 
should also be confirmed, and 
shoppers are also advised to 
check for rust on the bottom 
edges of the doors.

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Taking the Si to ‘the next level’ 



Performance. Honda 
Civic Si HFP adds more 
grip to Si’s giddy-up

For the last few decades the 
most potent Honda Civic 
model has been the Si. That 
changed this spring, when 
Honda introduced the Si HFP. 
The HFP suffix stands for 
Honda Factory Performance. 

How it changes Si makes 
me think of Nigel Tufnel’s 
guitar amps, you Icnow, those 
famously tweaked amps that 
“go to eleven.” 

“We’re not taking a very 
pedestrian car and turning 
it into a sporty car, we’re al¬ 
ready starting with a sporty 
car and fine tuning it, to 
take it to the next level,” says 
Jonathon Wier, who is Honda 
Canada’s product planner 
for the Civic line, and looks 
nothing like Spinal Tap’s Ni¬ 
gel Tufnel. 

And the fine tuning Wier 
speaks of is the sort under¬ 
taken by those who take 
their Civic Si models to the 
racetrack — bigger wheels 
(18-inch vs. 17-inch), stickier 
and stififer tires (Michelin 
Pilot Super Sport), stififer 
springs (by 40-50 per cent), 
and lowered ride height (by 
10 mm). These changes also 
allow the Si HFP to run with 
more negative camber on the 
front suspension, furthering 
the vehicle’s handling ability 
and steering feel. 

The other HFP changes are 
all cosmetic; Front and side 
and rear underbody spoil¬ 
ers; Special HFP badging; HFP 


fioormats. 

You’ll notice that the Si’s 
2.4-litre engine has not been 
touched. But we’ll remind 
you that the Si’s 2.4-htre 
engine, rated at 210 hp and 
170 Ib-ft of torque is a good 
whack more powerful than 
Civic’s standard 1.8-htre 
(140 hp/128 Ib-ft of torque), 
and that achieving “the next 
level” is more efficiently 
achieved by concentrating on 
increasing cornering speeds. 

We had chance to sample 
the HFP’s impressive cor¬ 
nering abilities in an appro¬ 
priate venue — the Niagara 
Drive Centre (a.k.a. as the 
back runways of the Niagara 
International Airport, when 
aircraft are conveniently not 


taking off and landing). 

Not only does increased 
cornering speeds give you 
the most performance bang 
for the buck, the mods that 
make it possible also give you 
increased driving satisfaction 
— sharper handling, more 
bite when you first turn in, 
and more stimulating feed¬ 
back. 

Of course the 18-inch 
Michelin Pilot Super Sport 
tires, with their bigger and 
stickier contact patch and 
super stififer sidewalls, are 
the biggest enablers of HFP’s 
increased cornering prowess, 
but not every compact coupe 
would be able to make use of 
them, like this Honda can... 
These tires are original fit¬ 


ment on a lot of super cars, 
such as Ferraris, and high- 
end BMWs and Porsches. 

The HFP package is an 
$2,800 upgrade on the Si 


model, which starts the party 
going at $25,990. You can buy 
all the HFP parts separately 
or together — if you did the 
later it would set you back 


about $4,000. 

So relatively speaking, the 
Civic Si HFP is good value, 
and you get the benefit of 
Honda’s R&D work in pre¬ 
selecting and engineering 
these bits to perfectly suit 
the Si — not the case with 
all aftermarket performance 
items. 

Honda first tried this 
“HFP” thing on the Accord 
last year. Honda Canada only 
made 200 or so Accord HFPs, 
but limited availability was 
exactly the point of the ex¬ 
ercise. 

Only 400 Civic Si HFPs will 
be available this year, and 
they’ve been on sale already 
for a couple of months. If you 
want one, go now... 
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Turn up the air, and the dilemma 



Autopilot 



I have a love-hate thing with ve¬ 
hicular air conditioning. Judg¬ 
ing by how often I crank up the 
air, it’s obvious the love side is 
winning. 

But that only means I don’t 
feel good about it, because 
there are a lot of things I don’t 
hke about air conditioning in a 
car. Here’s the shorthst... 

If you have an automatic 
system that always tries to 
maintain a pre-set temperature, 
then you’re always in for a treat 
when you jump in a hot car. 
The system automatically goes 
into full freezer mode. A sud¬ 
den cold blast like that is such 
a shock to your system. It’s par¬ 
ticularly hard on my nipples. 

Canada’s Pollution Probe 
estimates that driving in the 
city with the air conditioning 
on full blast increases fuel con¬ 
sumption by 10 to 25 per cent. 

My tendency to always 


crank it up at the mere hint of 
discomfort once again reminds 
me of my incredibly low pain 
threshold and wavering eco¬ 
logical tendencies. 

Like I need reminding. 

Not one passenger is happy 
with whatever A/C setting the 
driver selects. 

“Oh you got air condition¬ 
ing, great. “Could you turn it 


up a bit?” “Maybe a bit more.” 
“Maybe down a bit now.” “How 
about less on my feet and more 
on my face?” 

After that, they open the 
window, throwing the carefully 
constructed eco-system into 
chaos. 

Also, air conditioning is but 
one more thing that “seals” us 
into our individual boxes, and 


all that entails for motoring cul¬ 
ture and etiquette. Dogs are my 
heroes in this regard; they’re 
never happier as when they 
hang out an open window and 
face and embrace the world at 
60 km/h. 

But all this is not to say I 
want to go back to an un-air- 
conditioned existence. I like 
driving with an open window 


as much as the next guy, but 
there is a point where pleas¬ 
ure bleeds into pain. Even if 
open windows keep you cool, 
the amount of hot air moving 
around means you can’t hear 
each other or the stereo, and 
that all the moisture in your 
body shrivels up in minutes, 
hke the world is a hair dryer 
and you’re Justin Bieber’s hair. 


By the way. Pollution Probe 
notes that the increased drag 
you create by open windows 
is still better for fuel efficiency 
than running your A/C— only 
at illegal high speeds is the situ¬ 
ation reversed. 

As a general guide, until 
the noise from the wind rush¬ 
ing past the open windows be 
comes too loud to speak over, 
you are saving more fuel by 
keeping the windows down 
and the A/C off. Vehicle air con¬ 
ditioning systems, however, are 
also getting progressively better 
at using less energy. Hybrids are 
also pioneering the use of “elec¬ 
trically” driven air conditioning 
compressors — their big batter¬ 
ies and superior charging abil¬ 
ities give them this opportun¬ 
ity. (Typically, A/C compressors 
are driven off the engine’s ac¬ 
cessory drive belt, which makes 
engines work harder and con¬ 
sequently, thirstier.) 

You also gotta love those lirx- 
ury cars equipped with heated 
and cooled seats. If it’s a scorch¬ 
ing day, you owe it to yourself 
to try one of these seats, and 
be relieved by having cool air 
seep into your core area, which 
includes your groin. It’s an ex¬ 
perience everyone should have 
on their bucket hst.
